NDP looking East 

Premier's advice: Focus on 'bread and butter' issues

As about 1,000 NDP dele¬ 
gates converge on Halifax 
this weekend for the par¬ 
ty’s federal convention 
they can probably count 
on a warm reception. 

The challenge is how to 
extend that support to the 
rest of the country. 

It’s good timing the feder¬ 
al NDP convention is being 
held in Halifax, given that 
Nova Scotians just took by 
far their hardest swing to¬ 
wards the party in the histo¬ 
ry of the province with 


June’s election results. 

But as Premier Darrell 
Dexter settles into his major¬ 
ity government, the national 
wing continues to languish 
in fourth 
place behind 
the usual 
Liberal/Con¬ 
servative 
mainstream 
and a single¬ 
province sep¬ 
aratist party 
in the Bloc 
Quebecois. 

Even with the weakened 
Liberals in the last election 
the NDP was only able to 
scratch out a less than one 


per cent increase in the pop¬ 
ular vote. 

So many eyes will be on 
Dexter this weekend to try 
to find a way to replicate his 
provincial success. The pre¬ 
mier offered some advice 
Thursday. 

“I would like the federal 
party to focus on what are re¬ 
ally bread and butter issues 
to the people of the country,” 
Dexter told reporters Thurs¬ 
day. “They are associated 
with income security, they 
are associated with where 
our economy is going over 
the next number of years. 

“Those kinds of issues are 
ones I think are going to be 


on the top of mind for peo¬ 
ple when the next election is 
called and therefore should 
be top of mind for the party.” 

Dexter said he speaks of¬ 
ten with federal NDP Leader 
Jack Layton, and praised him 
for working to modernize 
the party. 

But as for the well-publi¬ 
cized proposal at the con¬ 
vention to drop the “New” 
from the New Democratic 
Party, Dexter isn’t a fan. 

“We’ve spent a lot of years 
here trying to get people to 
vote for the New Democratic 
Party, which they did, so I’m 
perfectly satisfied with that,” 
he said.

A former federal NDP candi¬ 
date from B.C. plans to sit 
across the street from the 
party’s convention in Hali¬ 
fax Friday morning with a 
sign that reads: “I was 
banned from the 
convention. Ask me why.” 

Dana Larsen, a marijuana 
advocate who ran as an NDP 
candidate during 2008 fed¬ 
eral election, claims he was 
escorted from Halifax’s 
World Trade and 
Convention Centre 
Thursday on allegations he 
tried to buy delegate votes. 

NDP national director 
Brad Lavigne confirmed 
Larsen was deregistered as a 
convention delegate earlier 
in the week. 

“On a series of websites, 
he’s been providing 
financial inducements for 
individuals to vote a certain 
way,” said Lavigne. He added 
“bribes for votes” conflicts 
with the culture of democ¬ 
racy within the party and 
could put the NDP at risk 
under the Income Tax and 
Elections acts. 

Larsen, who resigned as 
the NDP candidate for West 
Vancouver-Sunshine Coast in 
2008 after a YouTube video 
surfaced of him driving 
while on acid and pot, said 
he never intended to get any¬ 
one to change their vote. 

He contends he posted an 
offer online to help NDP del¬ 
egates who were already 
supportive of drug policy re¬ 
form with their travel and 
lodging expenses. 

Larsen said he paid $2,000 
on his credit card to cover 
some expenses.

NDP tightening up 
on political expenses 

Government seeks transparency in spending

The NDP government 
strongly toughened its po¬ 
sition on political expens¬ 
es Thursday, saying it is in¬ 
vestigating and plans to 
make changes. 

Reducing expense rates, 
requiring more receipts 
and improving transparen¬ 
cy were all issues the party 
promised to look into 
Thursday. The auditor gen¬ 
eral is currently auditing 
MLA expenses, but the NDP 
said it won’t wait until he’s 
done to make improve¬ 
ments. 

“We’re looking at the 
whole package,” Deputy 
Premier Frank Corbett said. 
“We’re not going to wait 
just to sit back and see 
what the AG does. We’re 
looking at them and (will) 
hopefully internally come 
up with some changes.” 

The stance was signifi¬ 
cantly more forceful than 
two weeks ago, when 
Speaker of the House Char¬ 
lie Parker said un-receipted 


MLAs get $1,050 every 
month for expenses without 
needing to show a receipt, de¬ 
spite also getting $4,198 that 
does require receipts. 

• When MLAs leave office, 
they get $ 45,000 to close up 
shop that doesn't require a re¬ 
ceipt, despite also getting over 
$12,000 that does require re¬ 
ceipts. 

expenses often went to 
help charities and individu¬ 
als in need. Parker also said 
the party would likely wait 
until after the auditor gen¬ 
eral’s report to make 
changes. 

But Thursday, Corbett 
said the NDP has long been 
unhappy with the expenses 
system. “Whenever there’s 
no receipt, there’s a chance 
for misuse,” he said. 

Parker also said there are 
concerns about any group 
— in this case a group of 
MLAs called the Internal 
Economy Board — policing 
itself.

meetings were secret, Park¬ 
er replied, “I don’t know.

When changes may actu¬ 
ally occur is still up in the 
air. Premier Darrell Dexter 
said Thursday the govern¬ 
ment is busy dealing with 
other issues such as the 
economy and the swine flu 
outbreak. 


Emergency team 
set up by province 


leadership The provincial 
government created a new 
and permanent emergency 
co-ordination team Thurs¬ 
day to fix flaws in the sys¬ 
tem. 

Two weeks ago, Auditor 
General Jacques Lapointe 
released a report saying 
there was no clear chain of 
command in cases of an 
emergency hitting the 
province. He said without 
proper co-ordination the 
system could fall into confu¬ 
sion. 

The NDP took steps to ad¬ 
dress the report Thursday 
by naming an executive 
leadership committee that 
includes Emergency Man¬ 


agement Minister Ramona 
Jennex, with various emer¬ 
gency management staff 
and deputy ministers. 

It can also be expanded as 
need be. In the case of an 
outbreak of influenza A 
(H1N1), also known as 
swine flu, it will include 
members of the health and 
health promotion depart¬ 
ments as well as the chief 
medical officer. 

The minister has always 
had authority to strike such 
a group, but legislation 
must be updated to make it 
permanent. The group will 
meet regularly but more of¬ 
ten when there is an emer¬ 
gency.

1 in 5 smoke in N.S.: Survey 


health One in five Nova 
Scotians say they smoke ei¬ 
ther every day or occasion¬ 
ally, according to the 2008 
Canadian Tobacco Use 
Monitoring Survey released 
Thursday through Health 
Canada. 

The survey says 20 per 
cent of Nova Scotians over 
the age of 15 smoke, two 
points ahead of the nation¬ 
al average and five behind 
British Columbia, which 
sports the lowest level in 
Canada at 15 per cent. 

The figure for Nova Sco¬ 
tia is the same from the 
2007 CTUMS survey, and 
nine per cent below one 
taken in 1999. 

Still, Smoke-Free Nova 
Scotia is concerned with 
these latest results, saying 
the province’s smoking re¬ 
sults have “levelled off”

Sheriff didn’t pass on 
Dr.’s note: Testimony 


Court unaware of Hyde's medical assessment

Sheriff Laurel Purcell said 
she didn’t give a critical 
doctor’s note to legal 
council regarding Howard 
Hyde because she thought 
that would violate the 45 - 
year-old’s privacy rights. 

Dr. Janet MacIntyre’s note 
requested that police offi¬ 
cers bring the mentally ill 
Hyde back to hospital after 
his court arraignment if the 
judge didn’t order a psychi¬ 
atric assessment. 

MacIntyre testified 
Wednesday during the fatal¬ 
ity inquiry into Hyde’s 
death she thought her re¬ 
quest on the Health Infor¬ 
mation Transfer form 
would provide a “safety 
net” for the schizophrenic 
man. Hyde died the next 
morning without seeing a 
psychiatrist. 


In 2007, MacIntyre al¬ 
lowed Hyde, who had been 
off his medication, to leave 
the QEII Health Sciences 
Centre after police Tasered 
him. MacIntyre gave 
the HIT form to a po¬ 
lice officer, who gave 
it to Purcell. 

Purcell testified 
Thursday she didn’t 
tell the court about 
the note at Hyde’s ar¬ 
raignment hearing 
because she thought 
it was confidential. She also 
didn’t want council to per¬ 
ceive she was trying to in¬ 
fluence the court as to 
whether or not Hyde need¬ 
ed to see a psychiatrist. 

“We must always appear 
to be impartial,” she told 
the inquiiy. 

At the time, Purcell 
thought the purpose of the 
HIT form was to deal with 
unique circumstances, not 
to advise the Crown or de¬ 


fence of unusual medical 
conditions. She told the 
court she doesn’t have the 
authority to ensure Hyde ei¬ 
ther got a court-ordered 
psychiatric assess¬ 
ment or was sent 
back to hospital to 
have the assessment. 

The court didn’t 
order a psychiatric 
assessment. 

MacIntyre said 
Const. John Haislip 
of HRP gave her the 
impression police did have 
that authority. Haislip con¬ 
sulted Purcell, his supervi¬ 
sor, before allowing the doc¬ 
tor to believe Hyde would 
see a psychiatrist one way 
or another as a result of her 
note on the HIT form. 

Purcell said she asked the 
officer to read the doctor’s 
note several times over the 
phone and said she didn’t 
fully understand what Mac¬ 
Intyre wrote.

Harper blasts protectionism 

PM says 'Buy American' policy sets a bad example

Canada and the United 
States must make 
progress in dealing with 
the “Buy American” com¬ 
ponent of the $787-billion 
U.S. economic stimulus 
package, because letting 
it stand would send the 
message that protection¬ 
ism is acceptable, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said Thursday. 

Harper, pressured by 
Canadian companies that 
say the measure is 
unfair and shuts them out 
of lucrative U.S. markets, 
raised the matter with 
U.S. President Barack 
Obama at a meeting in 


Mexico this week. 

Obama was less exer¬ 
cised about the matter and 
said the policy had not en¬ 
dangered the huge overall 
Canada-U.S. trade relation¬ 
ship. 

“It’s very important that 
Canada and the United 
States ... at a time when 
we’re trying to fight pro¬ 


tectionism globally, I think 
it essential that we move 
forward on this and send a 
positive message to the 
world,” Harper told a tele¬ 
vised news conference in 
Kitchener, Ont. 

“Because we are seeing 
the expansion of these do¬ 
mestic preferences around 
the world ... these things, 


if they multiply around 
the world, could become 
extremely problematic in 
terms of recovery,” he said. 

Harper repeated he was 
sure Canada would emerge 
from the recession in a 
strong position. 

“Unlike many countries 
in the world at a time of 
global recession, we have 
tax rates that are falling. 

“We will come out of 
this recession with a very 
low debt-to-GDP ratio, 
which will allow our taxes 
to stay low when others 
will be pushing theirs up,” 
he said.

Up to 10.6 million bright- 
red sockeye salmon were ex¬ 
pected to return to spawn 
this summer on the Fraser 
River, which empties into 
the Pacific ocean near Van¬ 
couver. The latest estimates 
say fewer than one million 
have returned. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has closed the river to 
commercial and recreation¬ 
al sockeye fishing for the 
third straight year, hitting 
the livelihood of nearby Na¬ 
tive reserves. 

“It’s quite the shocking 


drop,” said Stan Proboszcz, 
fisheries biologist at the Wa¬ 
tershed Watch Salmon Soci¬ 
ety. “No one’s exactly sure 
what happened to these 
fish.” 

Salmon are bom in fresh 
water before migrating to 
oceans to feed. They return 
as adults to the same rivers 
to spawn. 

Several theories have 
been put forward to try to 
explain the soclceye’s disap¬ 
pearance: 

• Climate change may 
have reduced food supply 
for salmon in the ocean. 

• The commercial fish 


farms he young Fraser River 
salmon pass en route to the 
ocean may have infected 
them with sea lice, a marine 
parasite. 

• The rising temperature 
of the river may have weak¬ 
ened the fish. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment doesn’t know what’s 
killing the fish, but believes 
the sockeye are dying off in 
the ocean, not in fresh wa¬ 
ter, based on healthy out-mi¬ 
grations, said Jeff Grout, re¬ 
gional resource manager of 
salmon for the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans.

Strategist writing 
what he knows? 


Close to Zero is the tale of 
a Russian publisher oper¬ 
ating in a murky political 
system featuring paid-off 
media, corrupt officials, 
dubious politicians and 
law enforcement agencies 
on the take. 

The short novel was pub¬ 
lished last month and 
passed unnoticed until 
Thursday, when a newspa¬ 
per reported its author was 
none other than the Krem¬ 
lin’s chief political strategist 
Vladislav Surkov, writing 
under a pseudonym. 

Surkov, a shadowy figure 


who rarely speaks in public, 
wields immense influence. 

His role as deputy head of 
the Kremlin administration 
for the past 10 years under 
both Vladimir Putin and 
Dmitry Medvedev puts him 
at the centre of political 
power. 

The events portrayed are 
everyday fare in Russia, 
where local media some¬ 
times take money in return 
for favourable coverage and 
those in power believe they 
can bribe or bully their way 
to victory in almost any sit¬ 
uation. 


A source at the Russky Pi- 
oner magazine, which pub¬ 
lished the novella con¬ 
firmed the story was 
Surkov’s work. 

“Yes, it was him,” the 
source said on condition of 
anonymity. The Kremlin de¬ 
nied Surkov had authored 
the novel. 

“He definitely didn’t 
write it,” said a spokesman. 

But reports pointed out 
the pseudonym used — 
Natan Dubovitsky — is al¬ 
most identical to the name 
of Surkov’s second wife, Na¬ 
talya Dubovitslcaya. reuters 


UN speaks out on torture in Iran 


iran UN human rights ex¬ 
perts said Thursday hun¬ 
dreds of Iranians accused of 
taking part in post-election 
protests have been tortured 
to obtain confessions ac¬ 
cording to detainees and 
people close to them. 

Any evidence extracted by 
mistreatment should not be 
admitted at their trials, as it 
would violate international 
law, the United Nations in¬ 
vestigators said.

Nowak said he had 
brought more than 300 cas¬ 
es of alleged ill-treatment to 
the attention of Iranian au¬ 
thorities, who have ac¬ 
knowledged some protest¬ 
ers were tortured at 
Kahrizalc detention centre, 
and said its director had 
been jailed. At least three 
people died in custody 
there. reuters

Kimberley explains, “My 
wife can’t see past a per¬ 
son’s sexual identity.” 

If heterosexuals feel odd 
having their sexual prefer¬ 
ences challenged, gay peo¬ 
ple have the same difficul¬ 
ty. Kimberley’s support 
group often encounters 
the issue. “Many trans¬ 
men identify as lesbians 
before realizing they’re 
male but their partners 
don’t want a heterosexual 
relationship.” 

Ironically, both Rachel 
and Kimberley prefer 
women, which they always 
have, but by changing sex¬ 
es, they’re now lesbians, 
although their actual sexu¬ 
al preferences haven’t 


changed. Says Rachel, “I’ve 
always liked women.” 

Rachel says she’s seen 
some couples survive a 
transition. “I know two 
couples who have stayed 
together — one isn’t inti¬ 
mate and I’m not sure 
about the other.” In certain 
cases people are gender 
blind. One lesbian tells me 
she’d love her partner as a 
man or a woman, but 
when I ask her why she 
doesn’t date men, she 
can’t answer. 

As Lysander in Shake¬ 
speare’s Midsummer 
Night’s Dream lamented, 
“The course of true love 
never did run smooth.” 

Little did he know how 
complicated the course of 
true love was about to be¬ 
come.

for Economic Co-operation 
and Development (OECD), 
the Conference Board said.

The world’s top 25 
women’s tennis players 
descend on Toronto this 
weekend.

Ethanol producer disputes claims 


fuel Ken Field says he’s 
tired of the “campaign 
against corn ethanol” that 
over the past two years has 
created a damaging public 
misperception of the re¬ 
newable fuel. 

The founder and chair¬ 
man of Toronto-based 
Greenfield Ethanol, the 
largest independent 
ethanol producer in Cana¬ 
da, is lashing out at reports 
this week that record-high 
sugar prices are going to 
lead to more expensive fu¬ 
el, and as a result push up 
prices at the gas pumps. 

In Brazil, maybe — but 
not in North America, not 
in Canada. 


Sugar demand 

• Douglas Auld, an eco¬ 
nomics professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, said 
there's not a direct link be¬ 
tween sugar prices and 
North American ethanol, 
but high sugar prices could 
lead to more demand for 
corn-based sweeteners. 

“This (rise in sugar) 
has absolutely nothing to 
do with ethanol, particu¬ 
larly in Ontario,” said 
Field, lamenting the 
spread of bad information, 
which most ethanol propo¬ 
nents blame on the oil 


and food lobbies. 

Lack of monsoon rains in 
India has helped put a 
squeeze on global sugar 
production, pushing prices 
more than 80 per cent 
higher since the beginning 
of the year. Many analysts 
see a 30-year high within 
reach. 

But most ethanol pro¬ 
duced and used in North 
America comes from corn, 
not sugar, said Field, whose 
company buys 60 million 
bushels of corn a year. 
“Fact is there’s lots of corn, 
so the price of ethanol is 
not going to go up. If any¬ 
thing, it’s going to be low¬ 
er.” TORSTAR NEWS SERVICE 


Wal-Mart posts strong Q2 earnings 


retail Wal-Mart Stores Inc. 
posted better-than- 

expected quarterly earn¬

This summer, the big 
screen has played host to 
several cast members of 
NBC’s The Office, including 
John Krasinski (Away We 
Go), Ed Helms (The Hang¬ 
over) and Oscar Nunez 
(The Proposal). But for B.J. 
Novak, who also serves as 
a writer and producer on 
the hit series, getting time 
off to make Inglourious 


Basterds was a little bit 
trickier. 

“It’s especially hard for 
me because the writers 
don’t really have any hia¬ 
tus at all,” Novak explains. 
“It’s hard enough for the 
actors. But the writers only 
get a couple weeks a year 
off. Unless you can really 
cash in all your chips and 
favours, like I did with this 
movie.” 

But for Novak, calling in 
those favours was com¬ 
pletely worth it, as the op¬ 


portunity to take part in a 
Quentin Tarantino film 
was just too good to pass 
up. 

“He’s always been 
one of the five 
people I would 
invite to that fa¬ 
bled dinner,” 

Novak says. And 
while on loca¬ 
tion in Europe, 
the director did 
not disappoint. “We 
would be out until four 
or five in the morning in 


Berlin, eat¬ 
ing, drinking, 
talking about 
movies — or in 
my case listening 
about movies. But at 
some point, I was like, 
‘Dude I have to get to 
sleep,’ you know?” 

Getting to watch one of 
his role models in action 
was an invaluable experi¬ 
ence. 

“It was a bit of a re¬ 
minder of what made me 
want to be a writer in the 
first place, which was 
watching Pulp Fiction at 
14,” Novak says. 

“On set, I always felt 
Tarantino the filmmaker 
was trying to outsmart 


Tarantino the film fan. He 
was playing chess against 
his young self sitting in a 
movie theatre wondering 
what was going to happen 
next.” 

As one of the titular 
Basterds, Novak had to 
suit up as part of a covert 
team of Jewish American 
soldiers led by Brad Pitt 
setting out to kill Nazis, 
which meant taking on 
the type of weapons train¬ 
ing not necessarily of¬ 
fered to the staff of Dun- 
der-Mifflin. 

“I’d certainly never fired 
a machine gun before, and 
I’d certainly never scalped 
a Nazi before,” Novak ex¬ 
plains.

• Quentin Tarantino isn’t 
afraid of long movies. After 
all, his last major project — 
before 2007's Grind house 
project with Robert Ro¬ 
driguez — was the epic Kill 
Bill, which had to be split in¬ 
to two films, each quite 
lengthy in their own right. 
“Every movie is different, 
every filmmaker is different,” 
Tarantino says. “Everything 
needs the time that it needs.” 

But he had to know that 
when his latest, the bulging 
Second World War fantasy 
Inglourious Basterds, came 
out, people would be eye¬ 
balling the running time. In 
fact, since its debut at the 
Cannes Film Festival earlier 
this year, the director took 
another stab at trimming it 
— and the movie ended up 
one minute longer. “It's a 
minute longer than the 
Cannes cut, but it feels 20 
minutes shorter,” he insists.

In a parallel world thirty 
years ago, an alien ship 
settled over 
Johannesburg, South 
Africa and hasn’t moved 
from there since. The crea¬ 
tures from the ship, given 
the derogatory term 
“prawns” for their 
shellfish-like appearance 
are the last from their 
planet, relegated to living 
in slums, until a refugee 
relocation project changes 
everything. 

District 9 achieves what 
every action film this sum¬ 
mer fails at. Produced by 
Lord of the Rings director 
Peter Jackson, District 9 
grabs you by the collar and 


won’t let go until the final 
frame. 

It can back up its mes¬ 
sage with more than a few 
corny platitudes. Entirely 
devoid of cliche, and the¬ 
matically chock full of in¬ 
novation, District 9 blows 
the doors off even J.J. 
Abrams’ finest work. 

As someone who sees 
many films, to not be 
compelled, even once, to 
check the time was a tes¬ 
tament to Vancouver- 
based Neill Blomkamp’s 
relentlessly compelling 
filmmaking. 

Partially shot in docu¬ 
mentary style, talking 
heads give the back story 
to this near thirty-year 
struggle between the two 
species. 

The present day world 
presented is fantastically 
imaginative at the same 
time that it is completely 


realistic — with clear ref¬ 
erences to race relations 
and apartheid (the film’s 
title is derived from an ac¬ 
tual restricted area during 
apartheid, District 6). 

While it’s a relentless 
gorefest, the darker 
themes regarding human 
nature, a mercenary mili- 
taiy, abuse of technology, 
social order and values are 


intelligent and well-pre¬ 
sented without turning the 
film into a condescending¬ 
ly explicit “message film.” 
If there’s one sci-fi/action 
film you see this summer, 
this has to be the one.

And yes, there is such a 
thing as a suspension of 
disbelief, but if you truly 
try to figure out this film 
— in which Clare (Rachel

who has managed to stalk 
her since she was a little 
girl — your head will likely 
explode and seep into your 
popcorn. 

But no matter. The Time 
Traveler’s Wife is not a 
movie for your brain; it is a 
movie for your ovaries. 
And if you let your mind 
take a nap and let your 
hormones steer the ship 
for a bit, you’ll decide that 


gosh, is it ever good. 

This is all thanks to Bana 
and McAdams, who, just as 
Henry can transcend the 
laws of physics, can tran¬ 
scend a weak script and 
huge, cavernous plot holes 
by sheer acting force. Addi¬ 
tionally, Wife is aided by 
the fact that it’s more styl¬ 
ized and nuanced than 
most romantic flicks of 
this ilk. And despite Bana 
and McAdams’ beautiful 
earnestness, it’s also able 
to make you laugh. 

But then it gets to the in¬ 
evitable, heartbreaking 
end, and oh, how you’ll 
cry. You’ll ciy, and cry, and 
ciy until your brain says, 
“enough of this, hor¬ 
mones; I’m coming back,” 
and switches on. 

You’ll start to feel a little 
ashamed that you let such a 
silly movie turn you into a 
blubbering idiot, but then 
that’s why God made ro¬ 
mance films (and 
McAdams) — to do just that.

Channel sweetheart 

Alyson Michalka, who con¬ 
vinces him to use his ex¬ 
tensive musical knowledge 
to create a band of sub¬ 
stance that will topple the 
high school hierarchy. It’s 
not a terrible idea for a 
high school comedy and 
had it starred actual teens 
who look like social mis¬ 
fits, it could have been a 
sweet little movie. 

Unfortunately it stars a 


collection of impossibly 
beautiful 20-somethings 
trying to look like 
teenagers and has a mud¬ 
dled plot that takes an un¬ 
necessary and distracting 
plunge into melodrama. 

With a smart script and 
some talented young musi¬ 
cians in the lead, this could 
have been the movie that 
spawned thousands of hip¬ 
ster high schoolers. Instead 
it’s mostly just mainstream 
posturing with the occasion¬ 
al unexpected reference to 
hipster icons like CBGBs 
and Evil Dead 2 (instantly 
making them all slightly 
less cool by association). 

For a superficial teen 
pop movie in the High 
School: The Musical vain, 
it’s not terrible and at 
least its heart is in the 
right place. But given the 
obvious ambitions of the 
filmmakers, Bandslam 
can’t be viewed as any¬ 
thing other than a disap¬ 
pointment.

In an age where the 
animated feature has 
steered into smooth, 
three-dimensional 
computer sculpted perfec¬ 
tion, the warm, organic 
work of Hayao Miyazaki 
stands out all the more 
profoundly. 

The Oscar winning artist 
(in 2003 for Spirited Away) 
is one of the most influen¬ 
tial animators in film his¬ 
tory, often hand drawing 
his own work while ex¬ 
ploring personal themes of 
feminism and environ¬ 
mentalism against a stir¬ 
ring fantasy backdrop. 

His latest effort is Ponyo, 
a gentle, haunting, gor¬ 
geously rendered fairy tale, 
which mines Hans Chris¬ 


tian Andersen’s The Little 
Mermaid for its template, 
but is otherwise Miyazaki 
at his most joyous. 

Deep within the ocean, lit¬ 
tle Ponyo — a fish with a red 
dress and a human face — 
pines for a life beyond the 
one her Robert Smith- 
coiffed Wizard father has de¬ 
signed for her. Bursting to 
the surface, she is befriend¬ 
ed by little Sosuke whose 
love for her is so great that 
Ponyo willfully becomes a 
human girl to be with him. 

But her rebellion has its 


price and the balance of 
nature becomes danger¬ 
ously skewed. If there is a 
flaw at all in Ponyo, it’s 
certainly none of its cre¬ 
ator’s doing, rather the 
English dub is a bit wonky, 
with many A list Holly¬ 
wood stars (including Cate 
Blanchett and Liam Nee¬ 
son) trying their best with 
an often laughably trans¬ 
lated script. 

But this minor quibble 
aside, Miyazaki is in top 
form here. The story is de¬ 
lightful and imaginative, 


the characters warmly 
drawn, it positively erupts 
in colour and Joe Hisaishi’s 
Wagnerian orchestral 
score pushes even the 
most benign of images in¬ 
to grand day-glo opera. 

It’s appropriate that 
Ponyo is being released in 
North America through 
Disney: Miyazaki, perhaps 
more than any other ani¬ 
mator, is keeping Walt’s 
spirit alive and well.

It’s often been said that 
you are what you eat. But 
after a screening of Robert 
Kenner’s incendiaiy docu¬ 
mentary Food Inc. — 
which examines how the 
fast-food industry radically 
transformed food produc¬ 
tion in North America into 
a stomach-churning enter¬ 
prise — you just might 
want to redefine those 
terms. While Food Inc. is 
thankfully not alarmist in 
tone, the facts it uncovers 
are nevertheless alarm¬ 
ing. 

Using as his guides au¬ 
thor Eric Schlosser (Fast 
Food Nation: The Dark 
Side of the All-American 
Meal) and UC Berkeley 
School of Journalism Pro¬ 
fessor Michael Pollan (The 
Omnivore’s Delight), Ken¬ 
ner examines how the 


mass-produced food we 
now consume is not only 
lacking in proper nutri¬ 
ents; it may also contain 
potentially harmful bacte¬ 
ria. The story begins with 
McDonalds, who set the 
template for cheap assem¬ 
bly-line food production, 
then shows how American 
farms have now become 
equally uniform — and at 
the horrible price of creat¬ 
ing unhealthy working 
conditions for both work¬ 
ers and livestock. 

We may end up spend¬ 
ing less for the food, but 
we pay dearly for it with 
increasing cases of dia¬ 
betes, obesity and E. coli 
outbreaks. 

It’s unfortunate, howev¬ 
er, that because many of 
the corporate industrial 
heads like Monsanto re¬ 
fused to be interviewed for 
the film, Food ends up 
lacking dimension. Like 
An Inconvenient Truth, 
Food Inc. lays out its argu¬ 
ment clearly, but it’s only 
one side of the story. To be 
a truly great documentary, 
Food Inc. needs a few oth¬ 
er conflicting morsels.

The legacy of John Hughes

S ince the death of di¬ 
rector/writer John 
Hughes last week, 
there have been 
many tributes on 
how his half-dozen Brat 
Pack movies of the ’80s so 
realistically articulated the 
thoughts and fears of high 
school kids. No mindless 
slasher plots or Porky’s 
clones here. Instead, Hugh¬ 
es’ films offered some gen¬ 
tle life lessons in ways that 
weren’t condescending or 
preachy. 

And let’s not forget how 
these movies — Sixteen 
Candles, The Breakfast 
Club, Weird Science, Pretty 
in Pink and Some Kind of 
Wonderful — all produced 
soundtracks that provided a 
serious musical education 
to the kids who would soon 
grow up to be grunge-y Gen- 
Xers. A soundtrack to a 
Hughes movie opened 
doors for both listeners and 
performers alike. 

The list of then-new U.K. 
bands from these sound¬ 
tracks reads like a “who’s 
who” of the ’80s: The 
Smiths, OMD, the Psyche¬ 
delic Furs, Spandau Ballet, 
New Order, Echo and the

Bunnymen, the Specials, 
Billy Idol, Flesh for Lulu, the 
English Beat, Big Audio Dy¬ 
namite, General Public. For 
many North Americans, 
their first exposure to these 
groups came courtesy of a 
John Hughes movie. 

Where the right existing 
song couldn’t be found, it 
was commissioned. Keith 
Forsey — Donna Summer’s 
old drummer and the Oscar- 
winning co-writer of Flash- 
dance ... What a Feeling — 
was asked to provide a title 
song for The Breakfast Club. 


He offered the performance 
to both Biyan Feriy and Bil¬ 
ly Idol, both of whom 
turned it down. When he 
gave it to his distant third 
choice, Simple Minds 
turned “Don’t You (Forget 
About Me)” into a world¬ 
wide No. 1 hit and the 
biggest song of their career. 

Hughes also had a soft 
spot for L.A. band Oingo 
Boingo, using them in al¬ 
most all his Brat Pack films. 
Now leader Danny Elffnan 
is one of Hollywood’s most 
prolific scorers of films and 


TV programs, not to men¬ 
tion the author of the 
theme for The Simpsons. 

If you ever find yourself 
wondering what the mid- 
’80s sounded like, rent a 
John Hughes movie. Or bet¬ 
ter yet, see if you can find 
the soundtrack CDs. The on¬ 
ly exception is Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off, which 
never saw a companion 
soundtrack because Hughes 
thought that the mix of mu¬ 
sic used in the film was too 
weird. Too bad, too, because 
it was the best-ever use of 
the Beatles’ version of Twist 
and Shout.

Breeders are back

Over the course of their 20 
year history, alternative 
rockers The Breeders—well, 
mainstays/twin sisters Kim 
and Kelley Deal—have had 
some pretty rock ’n’ roll mo¬ 
ments: Kim’s meteoric rise, 
fall and rejuvenation with 
legendary act The Pixies, a 
chart-topping sophomore 
album Last Splash in 1993 , 
drug busts, rehab stints ... 
the list goes on. 

When discussing their 
forthcoming tour though, 
Kelley reveals what is prob¬ 
ably the least expected rock 
instance ever. “I’d love it if 
you throw me your yarn,” 
she gushes enthusiastical¬ 
ly. “That would be so awe¬ 
some. Canada has the best 
yarn I’ve ever seen in my 
entire life.” 

Deal’s fancy for textiles 
and ensuing book, last 


year’s Bags That Rock: Knit¬ 
ting On The Road With Kel¬ 
ley Deal, is understandable. 
Some years back, she em¬ 
braced the pastime after 
quitting heroin. 

Were it not for picking 
up a different set of nee¬ 
dles, she admits that prison 
and quite possibly a fatality 
could have been the end re¬ 
sult. It’s a sentiment allud¬ 
ed to in the title of The 
Breeders’ latest venture, a 
four-song EP dubbed Fate 
To Fatal (4AD). 

Not to make it sound 
like there was some sort of 
design behind the affair. 
Deal notes that it is a mat¬ 
ter of happenstance. 

“I wish we were patient. 
It would sound like we 
have a master plan; some¬ 
one’s in charge,” she ad¬ 
mits. “We don’t put some¬ 
thing out for any other rea¬ 
son than we like this clutch 
of songs and we want peo¬ 
ple to hear them.”

from pneumonia at a New 
York hospital, his lawyer 
said Thursday. He was 94. 

Attorney Michael Braun- 
stein said Paul died at the 
White Plains Hospital in 
White Plains, New York. 
He added that Paul had 
been “in and out of the 
hospital” for about two 
months and had battled a 
number of illnesses. 

“At 94, it’s hard to fight 
a lot of stuff,” Braunstein 
said. “He’s a historical per¬ 
son. He certainly has left 
his mark here on Earth 
and had many, many 


friends.” 

Paul had 
been a 
dominant 
force in the 
music busi¬ 
ness since 
World War 
Two. He 

and wife 
Mary Ford 
enjoyed a string of hits in 
the 1940s and 1950s that 
included Mockin’ Bird Hill 
and How High the Moon. 

A passionate tinlcerer, 
he created one of the first 
solid-body electric guitars 
in 1941, and went on to pi¬ 
oneer multi-track record¬ 
ing. 

Paul played a key role in 
the birth of rock ‘n’ roll in

the early 1950s when he 
teamed up with Gibson 
Guitar Corp. to help de¬ 
sign a sleek model that 
bears his name. An instant 
success, its basic structure 
has barely changed over 
the decades. 

Despite arthritis and 
hearing problems, Paul re¬ 
mained an indefatigable 
musician, playing regular¬ 
ly at a New York jazz club 
into his 90s. reuters

Gubernator lures 
filmmakers back 
with incentives 


After a decade of 
watching film production 
slowly abandon 
Hollywood, lured away by 
financial incentives in 
Canada and other U.S. 
states, California hopes to 
woo the movies back. 

But some woriy that it 
might be too little, too late 
after the number of studio 
feature films shot in Cali¬ 
fornia has dropped to half 
of what it was in 2003. 

Television and commer¬ 
cial shoots, which had been 
more likely than feature 
films to stay in recent years, 
are also down significantly, 
with 44 of 103 pilot 
episodes shot outside south¬ 
ern California this year. 

“In 2008 the worst num¬ 
bers ever were recorded 
and the first six months of 
2009 show a 50 per cent 
drop from that. That can 
only be described as a dis¬ 
aster,” said Paul Audley, 
president of FilmLA, the 
non-profit organization 
which co-ordinates produc¬ 
tions in Los Angeles. 

Film production and its 
attendant industries gener¬ 
ate $38 billion US for Cali¬ 
fornia’s economy and em¬ 
ploy nearly 250,000 peo¬ 
ple, according to Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
office. Although it con¬ 
tributes less than 3 per 
cent of state output, 
movie-malcing adds value 
to the tourism and enter¬ 
tainment industries. 

Schwarzenegger, star 
of the Terminator 
film series, in Feb- 
ruaiy approved / 
California’s first I 
incentives, which j 
includes a 20 to 25 1 
per cent tax credit.

the 40 or so other U.S. 
states offering up to twice 
the tax credits. 

Runaway production dates 
back to the 1990s, when 
Canada began offering in¬ 
centives, which combined 
with the weaker Canadian 
dollar made shooting there 
relatively cheap. 

An infrastructure has 
been built in Vancouver 
and Toronto, saving stu¬ 
dios the cost of bringing 
crews and equipment. 

About five years ago, U.S. 
states began getting in on 
the act. Now more than 40 
U.S. states offer some form 
of incentives. 

For example, this year’s 
Terminator Salvation, star¬ 
ring Schwarzenegger, was 
shot in New Mexico to take 
advantage of the state’s 25 
per cent tax rebate. 

Last year’s vampire 
blockbuster Twilight is set 
in a small town in Wash¬ 
ington but was shot prima¬ 
rily in Oregon. Its sequel, 
New Moon, was mostly 
filmed in Vancouver. 

In July, Schwarzenegger 
approved the first 25 pro¬ 
ductions to qualify for in¬ 
centives, including Beverly 
Hills Chihuahua 2 and 
Naked Gun 4. 

“This is about the 
makeup artists, the 
caterers and the count¬ 
less other small busi¬ 
nesses that rely on film 
and television produc¬ 
tion to succeed and 
— create jobs for 
Californi¬ 
ans,” he 
said.

3. Roast until thermome¬ 
ter inserted in centre 
reaches 145 F (60 C) for 
medium-rare or 160 F (71
